come to the assembly. 


One resolution charges the Unit- 


ed States with aggressive actions 
against the Soviet Union, men- 
acing world peace. It is based on 
the American U2 plane shot down 
over Soviet territory and the RB47 
shot down off the north coast of 
the Soviet Union. 


The other calls for a declara- 


tion by the assembly that all 
"colonial countries and peoples" 
should be granted independence 
immediately.

Khrushchev claimed the assem- 


bly rostrum twice during Tues- 
day's debate on where disarma- 
ment should be debated first.

He has been beaten down re­ 
peatedly in the General Assembly, 
the latest setback coming Tues­ 
day night in spite of a raging, 
threatening

demanding 
that disarmament be debated at 
once by the Assembly without 
preliminary committee considera­ 
tion. 
The 99-nation assembly voted 
54-13 with 31 abstentions against 
Khrushchev’s demand. 
Then 
it 
voted 61-12 with 24 abstentions to 
debate the issue in the Political 
Committee. Voting with the Soviet 
bloc on the first question were 
Afghanistan. Mali and fellow-trav. 
eling Guinea and Cuba. Afghanis­ 
tan abstained on the second vote.

EXIST DESPITE 
BAD OUTLOOK 
IN BUSINESS

NEW YORK (AP)—In a welter 
of disquieting news a few cheerful 
business items give out a bright 
light today. 
You may have to look hard to 
find them among the outpouring 
of generally depressing or caution 
provoking report* and statistics. 
But the reassuring one* are there. 
Even the unemployment picture 
looks a little better. This is the 
knottiest problem in the economy, 
and is still far from untied. 


DROP IN JOBLESS 
But the September report shows 
a drop in the total jobless, of more 
than a quarter million—greater 
than usual in September, although 
the total is still staying higher 
than a year ago and involving a 
disquieting percentage of the labor 
force. 
Labor Secretary Jam es P. Mit­ 
chell takes comfort from the re­ 
port that employment wa* the 
highest for any September. Less 
optimistic observers note that un 
employment usually drops in Sep­ 
tember because the junior citizens 
who have been classed as jobless 
during the summer 
return 
to 
school and thus drop out of the 
labor force, and because indus­ 
trial vacations end. 
Businessmen take comfort from 
the report that in August new or 
der* received by manufacturers 
were higher than in July after 
falling for two months,

When protesting newsmen asked 
why. the only answer was that 
the firings “ will approximate op­ 
erational conditions by elimina­ 
tion of certain restrictions neces­ 
sarily imposed to protect pop­ 
ulated areas.” 
RANGE OF 1,380 MILES 
The Polaris will have an initial 
operational range of 1.380 miles. 
The forthcoming shots are the 
first designed to boost this to the 
1.725-mile range scheduled for an 
advanced version of the rocket by 
IVO?. 
The Navy denies speculation it 
is clamping secrecy on the sub­ 
marine shots because it fears ad­ 
verse publicity in case of failure. 
Project officials are pushing to 
have the Polaris system combat- 
ready in November, but many are 
concerned because four of the last 
five submarine-launched Polaris 
missiles failed.

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2 Composers At Odds Over NEW CORVAIR 
Lincoln Address Copyright 


NEW YORK—Two scores and 
several 
years 
ago, 
a pair 
of 
American composers decided to 
bring forth musical versions of 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address. The 
composers just confronted each 
other in the U. S. Court of Ap­ 
peals, one dedicated to the propo­ 
sition that the other had infringed 
upon his copyright. 
No one charged infringement 
upon the rights of the lyricist, who 
never bothered to copyright his 
material. Only the musical rendi­ 
tions were at issue, and the op­ 
ponents were Petter M, Thall, a 
17-year-old Columbia University 
Freshman 
from 
New 
London, 
Conn, and Edward D. O'Brien, 
48. of Chicago. 
Armed with tape recordings of 
the rival versions. O’Brien charged 
thai Thall had infringed upon a 
musical rendition of the Gettys­ 
burg Address upon which the Chi­ 
cago composer had obtained an 
unpublished copyright in 1944 and 
a published copyright in 1956. 
WAS SUNG LAST YEAR 
Thall's version was sung an Lin­ 
coln’s birthday last year at the 
Lincoln Museum in Washington by 
a 15-man choral group of the 
United States Coast Guard Acad­ 
emy at New London. He con­ 
tended through counsel that he 
began 
composing 
his 
musical 
score for the address in 1954 when 
he was ll years years old, and 
completed it two years later. 
Live and recorded arguments in 
the case were heard before three 
judges. Sterry R. Waterman, Car­ 
roll C. Hincks and Leonard P. 
Moore, with Judge Hincks pre­ 
siding. 
O’Brien, appearing as his own 
attorney, appealed from a pre­ 
vious verdict of dismissal of his 
suit which came last February, 
after a jury in federal court in 
New Haven announced it was 
hopelessly deadlocked. 
Seeking 
reinstatement of the 
action, O'Brien approached the 


bench and placed a portable tape 
recorder on a table. 
"SHORT AND SWEET" 
“At least we can expect a sweet 
argument 
from 
you.” 
Judge 
Hincks said. “ You seem to have 
submitted a very full brief to the 
court, and I would suggest that 
you not spend too much time in 
oral presentation.” 
“I will endeavor to make it as 
short 
and sweet as 
possible,” 
O’Brien said, switching on the 
recorder. 
Music 
filled 
the 
oak-paneled 
court 
room. There followed 35 
minutes of what O’Brien said were 
recorded piano renditions of his 
composition, 
“The 
Gettysburg 
Hymn,” and Thall’s “The Gettys­ 
burg Address,” 
As the reels twirled, unmistak­ 
able strains of “The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic” were heard. 
“ May I interpolate on ‘The Bat­ 
tle Hymn of the Republic,’ ” Judge 
Hincks remarked, “and remind 
you that time is marching on?” 
Thall sat with folded hands while 
his attorney, Seymour L. Hendel, 
also of New London, defended his 
composition. 
Judge Ro!>ert P. Anderson, who 
had presided at the earlier New 
Haven trial, acted “properly in 
directing a verdict for the de­ 
fense,” Hendel said. “There is ab­ 
solute no similarity involved.” 
The court reserved decision on 
O'Brien's motion.

"The right to investigate in or- 


der to acquire factual knowledge 
concerning

which will or may aid the legis- 
lators in their efforts to determine 
if, or in what manner, they should 
exercise their powers is an inher- 
ent right of a legislative body," 
said Chief Justice Alvin R. Jones, 
who wrote the opinion.

mittee was constituted." 
CAN'T PROBE D.A. 


Counsel for John P. Mcginlcy, 


Philadelphia meat dealer who had 
brought a taxpayer's suit before 
McClanaghan against the commit- 
tee. had argued that the constitu- 
tional limitation on law-making in 
the 1960 session ruled out the vote 
investigation.

ment, the court, however, ruled 
that the committee did not have 
the power to look into charges that 
T>is.
